In June 1918 a man named George Ferdinand Strauss, 
a German protegee, was charged in connection with a case of 
forging passports. Two Russians named Leo Guisman and John 
Shurkin were brousht from Tientsin to Shanghai, and two 


Germans named Walter Rohr and Otto Selke were brought from 


Harbin to Shanrhai and charged in connection with the same 
case and were sentenced, the two Russians to four months 
imprisonment each, and the two Germans to twelve months 
imprisonment each. 

The case against Strauss was disrissed as the 
evidence of the two Russians went to prove that it was a 


son of Strauss named Hans Strauss who bousht the passports 


from them. 


George Ferdinand Strauss has now returned to 


fe sypyiteeee 


Shanghai, and he and his wife are xcting as caretakers of 


the former German Sailors Home, 8 Dent Lance. The premises 


are being used as a sheoltsr for German and Austrian prisoners 
of war who are passing throush Shanghai on their way to 


Burope from Siberia, and is under the control of the Consul 


General for the Netherlands. 
There is reason to believe that Hans Strauss is also 
residing there and I respectfully bes to ask for instruc- 


tions as to whether Strauss is to be arrested on a warrant
